Millage Need 
Explained By 
Superintendent. 


by Dr. William Diedrich 


Through this series of articles we have attempted to 
provide residents with the facts surrounding the June 
jith Crawford AuSable School District millage 
proposition. In this, the concluding article, we will ad- 
dress the remaining major issucs. 

As has previously been explained, both the renewal 
and increase are needed if the district is to maintain 
current levels of service. Passage of the millage will 
enable the school system to continue many existing 
programs, modify others to better meet commununity 
‘expectation and avoid severe program cuts. While space 
does not permit a full description of all such activities, 
here are a few: : . 

*increase individual class period instructional time 
and provide better supervision by eliminating mass 
study halls (commonly called Honor Study Hall) at the 
high school. 

*implement the second year of a two-year district- 
wide project to increase student learnings in reading and 
mathematics while achieving greater accountability to 
the community. 

*continue program development in the area of 
Language Arts to increase the writing and speaking. 
skills of our students. 

*continue most existing instructional, extra- 
curricular and operational programs at current levels. 

*avoid unworkable class sizes at all grade levels. 

*avoid potential July and August unemployment 
liabilities of substantial amounts. 

*develop procedures and activities to correct major 
deficiencies identified in the recently completed com- 
munity survey. 

The final issue which we would now like to address is 
the question of what the proposed millage increase will 
cost the average property owner. For a person owning 
property with a market value of $40,000.00 the maximum 

amount of increase will be about 17 cents a day or $65.00 
a year. We say maximum amount because many people 
will experience a net cost below this figure. Federal 
itemized deductions will recover some of these tax 
dollars. For many others significant amounts of the in- 
crease will be rebated by filing state income tax returns. 
This special property tax refund of homestead taxes is 
commonly called the ‘‘Circuit Breaker.”’ 

Under the Circuit Breaker program, senior citizens 
will recover all taxes paid on their homes in excess of 
3.5% of their household income. In other words, senior 
citizens who receive property tax refunds will pay no ad- 
ditional taxes! But this program is not just for senior 
citizens. Many non-senior citizens are also qualified for 
rebates. In these cases only 40% of the tax increase will 
be paid. The remainder, or 60%, will be returned under 
the property tax rebate program. 

The table listed below depicts the maximum dollar 
amount which the 3.25 mill increase will cost: property 
owners. As stated above, many people will pay less by 
using income tax deductions and the tax rebate program 
options. To use the chart simply locate the market value 
or assessed valuation of the property and-read across to 


‘column three or four.

Question: I’ve just about 
lost all my patience with 
my baby daughter. This 
may sound terrible, but I 
feel like throwing her out 
the window when she 
begins screaming. I know I 
can put up with a little 
crying, but she seems to be 
erying all the time. What 
am I doing wrong? 

Answer: Many parents 
reach the “end of their 
ropes” with their babies, 
especially after trying 
everything to stop them 
frum crying. It can be a 
very frustrating and 
anxiety provoking 
situation for the parents of 
a crying baby. Rather than 
looking at what you might 
be doing wrong, let’s look 
at the possible reasons why 
your baby is crying. 

1. We need to remember 
that crying is one means a 
baby communicates his 
needs, of asking for atten- 
tion, and communicating 
physical or psychological 
discomfort.

There are many different 
reasons why babies cry, 
some of these are: 1. (Ten- 
sion). The baby may be 
tense for any number of 
reasons. He might “pick it 
up” from his mother or 
some other family member. 
Prolonged or .intense 
crying may lead to a build 
up of tension. 2. (General 
physical discomfort). The 
baby could have an allergy, 
cold, rash, plugged tear 
duct, he’s hungry, or has 
dirty diapers. 3. (Over 
stimulation). Too many 
noises, sights, sounds and 
people picking him up and 
touching him. 4. (Tired- 
ness). 5. (Loneliness). Your 
baby’ may need com- 
panionship. 

If you can better under- 
stand what your baby is 
saying, you are in a good 
position to reduce the 
amount of crying or stop it

Mothers learn 
from their interaction with 
their babies how to best. 
handle the situation. 
Babies usually give strong 
messages to parents let- 
ting them know if they are 


doing the right thing.’ 


Some of the common ap- 
proaches other - than 
feeding, diapering or 
placing them to bed, in 
handling a crying baby are: 
1, (Picking up the baby.}

Most babies need bodily . 


contact and warmth. Often 
this may be enough to stop 
the baby's crying. 2. 
(Soothing the baby.) A 
parent may talk very gen- 
tly to their baby, caress the 
baby’s skin, rock the baby, 
sing to the baby, talk to the 
baby, etc. 3. (Disstracting 
the baby). Giving the baby 


a toy, playing with him,- 


taking him for a walk, etc. 

I think it is very impor-- 
tant that parents feel as 
relaxed as possible, and 
sympathetic to the crying 
baby. If the parent is tense, 
irritable, or resentful, the 
baby will probably con- 
tinue erying. If you are un- 
able to feel relaxed, find 
someone to help you. You 
may find that a short break 
away from your baby may 
help you relax and, 
therefore, give you an op- 
portunity to calmly better 
able to “read” your baby’s 
cries and also better to 
handle your baby.

“The lame duck aspect doesn’t concern 
meat all. And I think there could be some 
appronriate constitutional prohibitions 
against trying to be a kingmaker and 


being involved in choosing one’s own suc- : 


cessor.” 
(As yet another aside: Personally, I 


don’t think the lame-duck concern has : 
much basis as far as Congress is concer- © 


ned. If there are personal political con- 
siderations involved in congressional 
decision-making, these considerations 
revolve around the politica! survival of 
the representative or senator, and have 
little-or-no connection with the White 
House. Very few legislators will tailor 
their votes or actions to suit the 
President if it is detrimental either to the 
legislator personally, or to his-her con- 
stituency, which usually makes it very 
personal to the lawmaker). 


As for the other side of the 
question—that of the limiting terms of 
representatives or senators—Mr. Carter 
lines up in opposition. 

“I think one branch of government 
ought to be constantly under the political 
pressure of maintaining contact with the 
people back home,”’ Mr. Carter said. 

At present, of course, the Constitution 
limits the president to two four-year ter- 
ms for representatives and six-year terms 
for senators. The two term limit was ad- 
ded after President Franklin Roosevelt 
violated tradition by seeking and winning 
a third term, and then a fourth term, just 
before and during World War II. 

Personally, I can’t see much merit in a 
single-term six-year presidency, although 
at least two others who have occupied the 
White House—Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon—share Mr. Carter’s ad- 
vocacy of the idea. 

Of course, Mr. Johnson chose not to 
seek a second elected term, and Mr. 
Nixon never finished his; their -personal 
experiences may somehow jaundice their 
view. The same with Mr. Carter. 

* The way things are piling up on Mr. 


. Carter; he may -have. problems with his 


second term, too...such as ‘being 
nominated for it, or if nominated, winning 
it. We'll know before long.

Road Commission Minutes 


May 11, 1979 

A regular meeting of the Crawford County Road Commission held 
in their office in Grayling, Chairman Richter presiding. Present were 
Chairman Ervin Richter, Commissioners Grover Cason and Gloria 
Kraug, Maneger Charles Fox and Secretary Lorna Bernard, Absent, 
Engineer Ron Hernke. : 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read. Grover Cason - 
made a motion to accept the minutes with corrections, seconded by Er- - 
vin Richter, all voted in favor, minutes approved, 

Voucher No. 355 for Payroll No, 10 in the amount of $22,490.37 
was presented for approval. Motion mede by Gloria Kraus, seconded 
by Grover Cason to approve the voucher, motion carried. 

An applicant was interviewed by the Board for the position of Ser- 
vide Manager. A decision will be made at a later date. 

A report was received regarding the 1978 Audit of Road Com- 
mission records. The Auditor recommended an amended budget and 4 
transfer of 15% of Primary funds to Local Road Funds. Motion made 
by Gloria Kraus, supported. by Ervin Richter to adopt the above 
recommendations, all voted in favor, motion carried. 

Harold Mertes, Frederic Township Supervisor, appeared before the 
Board to request the improvement of Arrowhead Road between M-72 
and Tamarack Circle. After a lengthy discussion on various methods 
and costs of improvement of this road, it was determined that the Road 
Commission and Frederic Township would contribute $5000.00 each 
for spot ditching and graveling. It was also decided that the Road 
Commission did not intend to encourage partial reconstruction of roads 
and that the feasibility of projects of this type would be determined on 
an individusl basis. 

A discussion was also held on the resurfacing of gravel on the 
streets in Frederic. The Township agreed to pay the cost of graveling if 
itis determined that this is not in violation of grant requirements. 

Batterson Bridge was also discussed and the Board informed Mr. 
Moertes that the bridge will be lot for construction bids and that the 
towmship’s share will be approximately $7100.00. 

Manager Fox reported to the Board a meeting with Michigan 
Department of Transportation and City of Grayling Officials regarding 
the proposed improvement of the I-75 Business Loop and M-93 north 
to Hartwick Pines State Park. The improvements included some 
shoulder paving, complete resurfacing between M-72 East and M-72 
West, and resurfacing from North Down River Road to the end of M- 
93. This project. way originally scheduled for letting in July of this ycar 
but will now be rescheculed at a later date. 

It was also reported that a flashing light will be installed at the Old 
27-M-93 intersection sometime this year. The Department of Tramspor- 
tation officials were advised of the drainage problems at the Grayling 
Mall. 

The Board broke for lunch and upon returning convened the 
meeting with a request from General Telephone for a monthly billing of 
permit fees, This request will be considered at a later date, as the Board 
is now in the process of revising the present permit fee policy. 

The Board authorized Manager Fox to have the Beaver Creek brine 
well repaired. 

A letter was received from Grayling Township informing the Road 
Commission they are willing to participate in a road name sign 
program for all public roads in Grayling Township on a 60% matching 
basis. i 

A request was received from Beaver Creek Township officials for 
permission to install a directional sign in the road right-of-way. The 
Board granted the request with the stipulation that 2 permit be ob- 
tained and the sign be placed in an approved location.
